Is That 


Which Lasts 


As I write this, just after noon 


today (Friday), the Conservative 
vote has pulled up in Great Brit- 
ain's election — and it now appears 


Labor party will not be able 


to organize the government without 
help from either the Liberals or 
Conservatives. 


The latest word is that the total 


of seats won by Labor in the House 
of Commons is exactly equal to the 
combined total of the two other 
parties. 


To organize the government by 


.itself, one parly not only has to 
have a clear majority of the House, 
but it has to have a reserve mar- 


pgin of 40 or 50 seats—in case some 


of its own members "bolt" oi 
critical test of policy. 


Under British procedure, as you 


know, the party in power stays 
there only as long as it'can control 
a majority vote on major issues. 
Once it loses "confidence," so to 
speak, the question is turned back 
to the people in a general election. 
However, it is mandatory that an 
election be held at least every five 


gyears. Yesterday's election in Brit- 
"ain was a mandatory one,the Labor 


government not having lost on a 
"vote of confidence" since the pre- 
vious election. 


But today it doesn't look so gooc 


for the Labor government. 


Some observers say the British 


people were tired of standing in 
line for all the necessities and lux 
uries of life, under Labor's rule 
by ration and regimentation. 


Others thought Churchill hadn' 


gslost as much of his electioneering 
"•"magic as wo supposed. 


But it may be that the British 


people in returning this extremely 
close veidict in yesterday's elec 
tion were merely cxpresirig theii 
own honest doubts about the "se 
curity" which the Labor govern 
ment was atcmpting to provide fo 
them. 


•Security is that which lasts. 
It is human nature to grab foi 


something for today. But it is also 


(fpart .of human nature to keep a 
/ cautious eye on the future. 


There is nothing in the future 


under Labor's nationalization pol 
icies, to lead Englishmen to be 
lieve they will regain their forme 
wealth and power and national se 
curity. 


And perhaps one last long lool 


down that dismal road of "securitj 
for the individual" without securitj 
for the nation was too much for th 
British people.

When a reporter asked if such a 


measure 'could be made effective 
without interfering with an

ployer's right to hire whom he 
pleases, Mr. Truman said he'd al- 
way thought so. 


Because of the expected 
south- 


ern Democratic filibuster, the ex- 
act senate date for action on a 
bill with enforcement teeth is in 
doubt. 


Even its approval by the senate 


might mean only a disagreement 
between the 
two houses. That 


would kill:-the - legislation in this 
session of congress. Civil fights atfl- 
vocates then would haVe to start 
all over again in the n6xt con- 
gress. 


The house bill, approved by a 240 


to 177 vote, would set up a fair 
employment practices 'commission 
to try W persuade employers 
not 


to discriminate, in hiring 
against 


anybody because of race, creed, 
disability or sex. Civil rights ad- 
vocates didn't like it at all. . . 


Lucas' told Reporters Republican's 


will have to take the responsibili- 
ty for the house bill. 'On final pas- 
sage there, 124 Republicans 
and 


116 Democrats supported it. Vot- 
ing against were 134 Democrats, 
42 Republicans and one American- 
Labor party member. 


"We have our own bill in the 


senate and we're going to try to 
pass it," Lucas said. "If we don't, 
we'll try to pass some other civil 
rights measure, possibly the anti- 
lynching bill."

In the center of 
the photograph are Graydon Anthony, owner, and Paul Parham, 
construction superintendent. 


Mr. Anthony had nothing but praise for Mr. Parham and his 


crew for the speed and efficiency with which the mill was rebuilt. 
Construction was started on December 6, 1949, and with the excep- 
tion of finishing operations, the millis now ready for operation. 


Mr. Parham, a native of Fordyce, has been in the sawmill 


construction business since 1933. With his regular crew and supple- 
mented by several of Anthony's regular mill laborers, Mr. Parham 
has restored to Hempstead county one of its n.ajor payrolls. Ssw- 
mlils are custom built to suit each operation. The Anthony mill is 
constructed of heavy timbers all interlocked to assure stability and 
accuracy of operation. The crew replaced the sawmill unit, the 
boiler room, and fuel house.
